In this respect, we may here 
state, she enters the field of pure 
psychometry, from the Greek 
psyche (soul), and metre (mea- 
sure), and brings out its hidden 
wonders.

These individual souls are 
portrayed in a manner that re- 
veals each one to its own con- 
sciousness, which ulitimates in a 
perception of its spiritual attri- 
butes. Some of the most prom- 
inent men and women in our 
Nation’s history have received 
these readings during the past 
forty-three years, and, whether 
Spiritualists or not, they have 
unanimously testified to the 
marvelous accuracy of the de- 
lineations.
